THE  TOWN  DEBT 

In  response  to  nian)^  inquiries  tuc  auditors  have  en- 
deavored to  show  for  tlie  benefit  of  tlie  )  ounger  voters  and 
new  residents  in  town,  just  wlien  and  where  the  town  debt 
was  contraeted.  Owini);  to  the  burnini^  of  the  records  in  1862 
it  is  impossible  to  s*:ate  just  wlien  it  started,  but  below  is  a 
statement  of  the  debt  in  1  899  as  nearly  as  can  be  determined. 

In  1907  the  Selectmen  paid  the  State  of j Ver- 
mont under  Act  54  of  1906,  $6,05  1 .44  (Audi- 
tor's Report  1906  p.  I.)  This  act  required  the 
return  of  the  U,  S.  Surplus  Fund  which  was 
loaned  the  town  by  the  state.  $4,837. 16  of  this 
was  money  borrowed  by  the  Selectmen  towards 
the  purchase  of  the  Town  Farm  about  1859.  This 
Surplus  Fund  was  founded  by  the  State  in  1832 
and  enough  was  loaned  the  town  at  arious  times 
so  that  it  stood  in  1899  approximately  the 
same  amount  as  paid  in  1907,  $^^05  i  44 

The  auditors'  re[)Ort  of  1899  showed  other 
selectmen's  order  outstanding  of  $5,130.36. 
These  orders  were  issued  for  various  purposes 
and  at  various  times  as  can  be  told  from  an  ex- 
amination of  the  reports,  being  principally  to 
pay  State  Taxcs^  '  $^/?3o  3^ 
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Tlic  auditors'  report  of  1899  showed  an 
order  outstanding  held  b)'  Mrs.  Sarah  Rann  of 
$3,000,  being  a  renewal  of  an  order  given  J.  H. 
Beaman  Jan.  12,  1892,  to  renew  orders  then 
outstanding  and  held  by  him.  The  renewal  of 
this  order  is  still  outstanding  and  held  by 
M  rs.  Rann, 


In  1899  the  Town  Hall  was  built  and  bonds 
issued, 

The  bonds  sold  at  a  prcniiuni  of  $900, 
but  the  Hall  cost  21,000,  leaving  a  deficit  of 
$5,100. 

During  the  same  year  the  road  through 
the  Griffith  and  Brennan  farms  was  built.  This 
and  other , expenses  in  completing  the  Town  Hall 
increased  the  outstanding  orders  during  1900 
and  1 90 1,

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 

June  9,  1914. 

Gentlemen  : 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  my  second  report  to  you. 

In  the  enclosed  statistical  report  taken  from  the  regis- 
ters and  other  records  of  the  schools,  you  will  find  that  the 
attendance  percentage  has  been  high,  and  that  the  scholar- 
ship is,  on  the  average,  very  good. 

This  is  due  to  a  fine  sentiment  worked  up  by  the 
teachers  and  parents,  and  it  is  due  to  their  efforts  that  the 
children  have  responded  so  well.  As  is  usually  the  case 
in  the  matter  of  attendance  and  tardiness  and  truancy,  the 
cases  come  from  few  homes.  We  have  many  children,  who 
were  perfect  in  attendance  term  after  term,  and  the  desir- 
ability of  cultivating  habits  of  promptness  in  children  cannot 
be  overestimated. 

Our  buildings  in  the  village  are  overcrowded  and  do 
not  furnish  opportunity  along  lines  of  work  supplementing 
our  course  of  study,  such  as  manual  training  and  domestic 
science.  I  do  not  say  or  recommend  at  once,  the  addition 
of  this  work,  though  it  should  come,  but  merely  stale  that  the 
regular  work  in  schools  where  it  has  been  installed  and  prop- 
erly taught,  has  increased  in  eflficiency.  The  boys  become 
interested,  the  girls  are  interested  and  the  children  instead 
of  wanting  to  drop  out  of  school  to  earn  money,  see  the 
money  behind  an  educated  mind.  They  remain  to  get  all 
they  can  of  an  education  that  teaches  them  not  only  the 
abstract  but  the  concrete,  that  teaches  them  to  do  not  only 
with  the  mind  but  with  the  hands — closely  knit  together. 

This  year  our  school  system  has  been  reduced  to  a 
nine  years'  course  with  a  revised  manual  of  study,  left  in 
such  a  way  that  the  ninth  grade  may  be  eliminated  at  any 
time,  thus  making  the  course  eight  years.  But  even  then, 
there  are  children  who  are  more  than  equal  to  the  work  of 
their  respective  grades.  To  experiment  with  this,  this  year 
nineteen  pupils   were  coached  three  weeks  before  the  fall 
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term  closed,  and  at  the  ()|)cnin^^  of  the  winter  term  tlicy 
went  into  the  next  i^rade,  and  in  every  case  they  have  made 
j^ood  and  will  be  j)ronioted.  Hence  I  recommend  a  mid- 
year promotion  of  this  kind  each  year.  'I  he  ar^nment  is, 
i^entlemen,  ^ive  the  children  the  most  yon  can,  with  tiic 
least  wasted  time,  and  they  will  in  that  proportion  be  all  the 
more  efficient.  ,  P.  \\  Claxtoii,  U.  S.  Commissioner  of  edu- 
cation, as  you  remember  from  the  Rutland  meeting,  advo- 
cates the  six  and  six  plan, — his  idea  being  to  get  the  pupils 
out  of  the  grades  into  high  school  at  such  an  age  that,  with 
the  law  holding  them  in  school  until  they  are  sixteen,  that 
instead  of  an  education,  finished  at  the  seventh  or  the  eighth 
grades,  they  are  sent  out  into  the  world  with  a  high  school 
education.  Remember  this,  gentlemen,  then,  no  child 
should  be  compelled  to  be  kept  back  and  dawdle  away  his 
time,  waiting  for  slower,  more  backward  pupils  to  learn  what 
he  has  already  mastered.  It  is  an  injustice  to  the  quicker 
child,  a  positive  wrong  to  him. 

The  year  has  further  demonstrated  the  superiority  of 
our  present  methods  of  penmanship  training,  though  I  am 
sorry  that  I  have  done  wrong  in  this  in  one  or  two  things. 
For  the  benefit  of  those  who  have  not  had  an  opportunity 
to  investigate  for  themselves  I  would  say  that  ©ur  work  in- 
volves nothing  new,  it  is  merely  a  systematizating  and  adapt- 
ing to  elementary  school  use,  the  methods  which  have  been 
in  use  in  the  best  commercial  schools  for  years.  Penman- 
ship has  been  at  fault,  partly  because  of  lack  of  system — 
but  mostly  because  of  lack  of  properly  trained  teachers  for 
the  work.  This  year  the  teachers  themselves  have  been  stu 
dents  and  immediately  the  work  of  the  schools  has  gone  for- 
ward in  leaps  and  bounds,  and  great  is  the  credit  due  to 
them. 

During  the  past  year  a  definite  amount  of  systematized 
physical  work  has  been  given,  for  how  can  children  devel- 
op into  vigorous  men  and  women,  the  future  fathers  and 
mothers  of  the  town,  without  a  systematic  physical  training. 
So,  sirs,  I  recomrnend  that  you  see  to  it,  that  this  is  carried 
out. 

In  close  conjunction  with  this  work,  I  want  to  say,  gen- 
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tlemen,  I  think  it  a  shame  to  let  the  musical  talents  of  our 
school  children  go  uneducated.  Go  out  into  the  educational 
world,  into  towns  the  size  and  importance  of  this,  and  see 
how  many  lack  a  teacher  for  public  school  music.  I  recom- 
mend, therefore,  an  experienced,  well  educated  supervisor 
for  musical  instruction  in  your  schools. 

Go,  also,  out  into  Vermont  into  pro^rressive  places.  I 
have  in  mind  many,  many,  places  that  pay  their  teachers  the 
second  year  for  such  schools  as  North,  South  and  East  Poult- 
ney  thirteen  dollars  a  week.  Should  effort  be  appreciated, 
I  recommend  a  sliding  scale  of  wages,  conditional  upon 
length  of  satisfactory  service  even  though  it  be  but  fifty 
cents  a  week.  Is  the  teacher  of  ten,  fifteen  years  of  exper- 
ience of  no  more  value  than  a  girl  just, out  of  school? 

As  to  the  condition  of  buildings  you  have  in  your 
hands  an  exhaustive  report  on  physical  conditions, — ren- 
dered to  you  in  February.  I  will  say  this,  that  some  of  the 
rooms  in  the  district  schools  are  very  far  from  being  home- 
like and  attractive,  but  yet  we  require  about  one-fourth  of 
the  child's  day  to  be  spent  here.  Money  invested  in  cheer- 
ful, cozy,  homelike  school  rooms,  means  better  teachers, 
better  scholars,  better  homes  and  a  better  community.
